THE BLKD MAN'S BIBLE.—To one who 


has never seen the " Blind Man's Bible" it 
is o.uite a curiosity. This Bible is published 
by the American Bible Society of New York 
city, and is, upon application, given to any 
blind person who can read, hut who is una- 
ble to purchase one. 
They are given upon 


condition that when the person dies or be- 
comes unable to read, it be returned to the 
Society again for the benefit of others who 
are also blind; as it is an expensive work 
and but few are issued. The Bible con- 
sists of eight separate volumes; there being 
six volumes of the Old Testament contain- 
ing 1418 pages; two volumes of the New 
Testament containing 430 pages, making in 
all 1848 pages. The letters are raised from 
the surface and are of an angular form ren- 
dering their outlines bold and decided.— 
The letters are raised on both sides of the 
leaf; tliis is accomplished by pasting two 
leaves togetrier, making one leaf. 
Around 


the edge of each leaf, for about three quar- 
ters of an inch it is considerably thicker, 
which forms a protection to the letters j 
otherwise the leaves would become so press- 
ed together as to destroy in a short time 
its usefulness. 
The paper has a yellowish 


cast, and in turning over its leaves you dis- 
cover none of that ancient and most use- 
ful fluid known as ink. This Bible occupies 
a considerable space, as it would require a 
box three feet in length, sixteen inches in 
width, and fourteen inches deep, to contain 
it. 
This measurement applies to the inside 


of the box.
